Civic Service Asscciation te be 
Name of Organization of City 
Hall Employees 


“Civie Service Association’ is the 
name by which the organization of 
city employees is to be known, ac- 


cording to the constitution of the as- 
sociation, which was provisionally 
passed in large measure at a meeting 
held im ithe council chamber. The 
purposes, aims and objects of the as- 
socletion were clearly stated at the 
meeting last evening with the  pre- 
sentation of the draft. constitution 
and with @ report of considerable 
jength submitted by the exeeutive 
dealing particularly with this subject. 

Another meeting of the association, 
to which all city employees are es- 
veciany urged to attend, will be held 
next Wednesday evening for the pur- 
pose of giving further consideration 
to the draft constitution, and cons 
sidering such other business as day 
arise in wespect to perfecting the 
organization, 


The aims of the Civic Service As- 
sociation, as set oul in the constitu- 
tion are: 

“To promote and to” increase the 


knowledge, skill and proticiency of ics 
members in all things relating to lusi- 
ness ineident to the civic service by 
co-operative study of all problems 
pertaining to municipal affairs. 

“To foster co-operative effort in 
placing the civic service upon a high- 
er plane, and affording it the dignity 
deserving. 

“To seek recognition of civic ‘ser- 
vice as a yocation in which men and 
wymen should be trained from the 


bottom and promotion made from the 
oc- 


ranks tin filling vacancies as they 
cur, 


“To urge standardization § of 
civic service to the end that servic 
rendered and compensation received 


shall be equitable to all concerned. 

“To guard against tthe civic service 
becoming a victim of the patronage 
system, wherein political or factional 
affillation becomes a factor in respect 
to employment or the retention there- 
of. ‘ 

“To advance the course of munic!- 
pal ownership, and safeguard = our 
utilities from* falling into private 
hands by exerting united effort in 
attaining the maximum service at 
minimum cost forthe City of Ed- 
monton, 

“To foster a wholesome fraternal 
spirit among members of the civic 
service; to durther the interests and 
welfare of the members in every 
proper manner and to promote co- 
operation in all matters of mutual 
weal. 

“To provide intellectual and physi- 
eal recreation among the ranks of the 
civic service by fostering social and 
other entertainment. 

“To make a study of government in 
general and municipal in «particular, 
representation, franehise, community, 
interests, social well-lueing, and, in 
short, all things pertinent ‘to munici- 
pal lifg.’’
